In the meantime General Garrettson’s brig- 
ade will prepare itself for the voyage to 
Santiago, for it is anticipated that orders 
will be issued to these troops and any other 
contingent which is selected to augment the 
expedition in time to have them at Newport 
News when the Yale and Harvard return. 
Each of the two auxiliary cruisers is capa- 
ble of carrying comfortably 2,000 troops, 
and make the voyage to Santiago in three 
days. General Garrettson’s brigade is com- 
prised of a Httle less than 4,000 troops, and 
it will be necessary to draw upon other regi- 
ments to bring the expedition up to the 
maximum strength. 

Secretary Long and Secretary Alger have 
decided that it will be unnecessary to detail 
any warships as convoys to the Yale and 
Harvard, and it would only tend to delay 
the voyage, for the naval vessels are not 
capable of maintaining such a high rate of 
speed as the former American liners. Either 
the Yale or the Harvard would show its heels 
to any Spaniard afloat, and the warship 
could merely keep up with the enemy’s ships 
and engage them in battle while the two 
cruisers could forge ahead and escape. In 
any event it is not believed Spain has any 
vessels in Cuban waters save Cervera’s and 
a few little insignificant gunboats which 
are only capable of spitting out a few shells 
which would land, perhaps, yards in the 
wake of the cruisers, while they would ex- 
pose themselves to the rifle fire “ the troops 
aboard. 

Shafter has not yet been hitedenais of the

Possibilities, unlimited in importance, are 
opened up to Sampson, Shafter, and Wash- 
ington officials by the resumption of cable 
communication. President McKinley anl 
his advisers will be able to keep in closer 
.touch with the situation in Cuba and secure 
‘instant information when it is essential to 
plans to be executed elsewhere against the 
enemy. General Greely stated late this aft- 
ernoon that he had not received any mes- 
sages since midnight, save one announcing 
Colonel Allen’s intention to carry the cable 
in shore and repair the cable office, which 
was shelled and destroyed by Sampson some 
weeks ago. It will require but 24 hours’ time 
to reconstruct the structure and repair the 
telegraph instruments in such a manner that 
communication will go on without interrup- 
tion. 

General Greely’s information concerning 
the operations at Guantanamo indicate that 
Colonel Allen and his corps of assistants 
were at work upon the cable steamer Man- 
cel more than a week, grappling in the sea, 
before their apparatus finally caught both 
ends of the severed cable, and enabled them 
to buoy it up. It was a feat in electrica] 
engineering to communicate @ message over 
#0-great a distance as lies between Wash- 
ington and Guantanamo withont the proper

It is understood that the 
French Cable company will place its own 
operators to work at the Guantanamo sta- 
tion, but if it should be necessary to observe 
strict censorship Colonel Allen will install 
three members of his corps to ppave the 
foreigners. 


Press Censorship in Cuba. 


Colonel Allen has been appointed the 
“press censor” over the line, and he will 
be the first American to discharge the duties 
of that position in a foreign country. The 
cable company will be allowed to transact 
business, commercial and otherwise, over 
its line, but Colonel Allen will be expected 
to suppress any information which 1s detri- 
mental to the military interests of the United 
States, which is a rule directly aimed at 
newspaper correspondents with Sampson’s 
fleet. 

Representatives of the Associated ide 
will be given the preference to the extent 
of 300 words, after which Colonel Allen will 
use his judgment in transmitting dispatches 
for newspapers whose representatives are 
at tne scene. Secretary Alger suggested the 
rules which General Greely compiled fer 
Colonel Allen’s guidance, and the Associated 
Press is given precedence over individual 
newspapers because of its thousands of pa- 
trons who cannot maintain representatives 
in the field. Of course, government busi- 
ness will be transacted before everything, 
but Secretary Alger has given the assur- 
ance that no exhaustive orders compiled 
by the eminent “War” or “ Strategy 
board ” will be transmitted over the precious 
cable. It is asserted that the “‘ War board’s ” 
instructions are now at a discount, at least 
this is true so far as General Shafter’s opera- 
tions in Santiago Province are concerned. 

While it is possible that Sampson will be 
compelled to tolerate instructions from the 
alleged strategists, none gotten up by the lat- 
ter will find their way to the American Gen- 


eral, who has been ordered to use his own 


judgment and perform his duty in any man- 
ner circumstances dictate. 

In this connection it has been remarked 
that the ‘‘ War board ”’ has had little to do of 
late except to pore over ancient charts and 
study past masters in the art of naval and 
military warfare, in which pursuit they have 
accomplished nothing so far as Sampson's 
operations against Santiago and other ports 
which he bombarded were concerned. 

Shafter will, of course, be expected to re- 
port the progress of hostilities, but if any 
orders are sent him they will be based on 
such recommendations as he will make, and 
will be issued by President McKinley, Sec- 
retary Alger, and General Miles, without 
any suggestions from the strategists. : 

General Miles is the author of a plan which 
will enable Shafter and Washington to keep 
in constant communication with the various 
camps which will be established along the 
coast preliminary to the capture or surren- 
der of Santiago. It embraces telegraph con- 
nections with various points on the coast east 
and west of the harbor of the Santiago Bay. 
General Miles has suggested his plan to Gen- 
eral Greely, who approves of it, and will in- 
struct Colonel Allen to take immediate steps 
towards putting it into execution. 


Military Telegraph Lines. 

General Miles’ idea is to erecta land wire 
from. Guantanamo to the camps of the in- 
surgents and Americans and place compe- 
tent operators in charge to transmit and re- 
ceive orders, General Shafter's headquar- 
ters will be the principal station, and he 
will be able to keep up constant telegraphic 
communication with his staff, division, and 
brigade officers without sending out cour- 
fers.

LOUDER CRY 
FOR PEACE. 


Financiers Urge Spain 
to End the War 
at Once. 


SEE ONLY RUIN AHEAD. 


Queen, Ministers, and Generals 
Know the Disastrous Out- 
‘come of the Hope- 
less Struggle. 


NAVY IS FAR FROM READY.

Madrid, Monday, via Frontier, June 21.— 

Most significant articles and several finan- 

cial papers from Madrid have been printed 

in the Diario de Barcelona by well-known 
politicians and financiers advocating peace 
sooner than prolong the useless and hopeless 
steuggle, which, they say, if prolonged will 


end in the total loss of the colonies and the 


ruin of Spanish finance, even if it does not 
lead to revolution and civil war in the 


+ peninsula. Even the most obstinate “ no 


surrender ’”’ papers, like the Imparcial, are 
obliged to admit the peace party is increas- 
ing in numbers and quality, not only in 
Madrid but in the provinces, Everybody is 
fully aware the Queen, the Ministers, and 
the Generals are convinced that Spain is to 
be worsted and must fare worse with every 
month that passes. They have been ad- 
vised by all foreign governments, including 
Austria and the Pope, to give in and save 
what they can get, but the fear of revulu- 
tion and military discontent still overrules 
every other consideration. Anxiety has so 
much preyed on the Queen she looks weary, 
preoccupied, and sick. Her face and figure 
have much thinned, but she sticks gamely 
to her duties, kindly assisted by her mother, 
the Archduchess Elizabeth of Hapsburg, and 
her sister-in-law, the Infanta Isabella. In the 
midst of state and war cares she has taken 
daily interest in-the preparation of her son 
for confirmation at the first communion at 
the Madrid court chapel next week. Bishop 
Sion, grand almoner of the army, has pre- 
pared the King, who has the same con- 
fessor as his mother, the Jesuit Father 
Mendia. 

There is a genefal impression in Madrid 
the Cortes will end its session some time 
next week. Rumors that Seflor Puigcerver 
is to resign are common, 
Premier Sagasta will be compelled to sub-

Nice in the ministry. The Queen Regent

Navy in Bad Shape. 

Captain Aunon, Minister of Marine, has re- 
turned, after his visits to Cadiz and Carta- 
gena, undertaken with the double object of 
seeing the state of naval preparations and to 
tranquilize public outcry against insuffi- 


tient naval efforts on the part of the govern- 


ment. With regards preparations the Min- 
ister came to the conclusion that the war is 
most likely to be over before the second re- 
serve fleet can appear at Lepanto. He care- 
fully inspected at Cartagena the Princess 
Asturias and Cardenal Cisnerds, virtually 
the only ironclads Spain possefses, in prep- 
aration. They cannot be readf for months. 
He knows, besides, Spain has outside these 
vessels no other ironclads, cruisers, or de- 
stroyers unless she buys from England, 
Italy, or Greece, where she could perhaps 
secure a few. So many transatlantic steam- 
ers have been used as auxiliary cruisers, 
coal providers, and blockade runners for the 
fleets and Cuba that only six remain, not fast 
vessels. The naval authorities declared re- 


ry anges 5 and Vitoria, but they are only 
fit for coastguard service. Minister Aunon 
will have to ask the government to purchase 
abroati a considerable amount of stores, 
guns, and ammunition. He complains of 
the backward .state of the submarine de- 
fenses at Cadiz and Cartagena. If Ad- 
miral Camara’s fieet pursued its voyage it 
will be signaled at the Suez Canal on 
Wednesday, but it is believed it entered the 
Mediterranean only to conceal its real desti- 
nation westward. 

Abdication Rumor Denied.

Vienna dispatch says: 

“The report which was spread today in 
Vienna and other European centers about 
the abdication of the Queen Regent is con- 
tradicted in official quarters. Nevertheless, 
it is acknowledged that the situation in 
Snr'n has changed materially for the worse, 
and that the position of the Queen Regent is 
extremely precarious. Notwithstanding 
this, the Queen is resolved not to abandon 
her post until it has become quite untenable. 
The jewels and other valuables belonging 
to the Queen were brought to Vienna some 
time ago. It is declared in well-informed 
circles that Emperor Franz Josef wrote to 
the Pope recently concerning an attempt on 
intervention.”

STRUGGLES OF THE VICTIMS. 


[SPECIAL CABLE’ TO THE NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


London, June 21.—When the Duchess of 
York launched Great Britain’s newest first- 
class battleship Albion at the Thames Ship- 
bullding eompany’s docks at Blackwall today 
she failed to break the customary bottle of 
champagne across its bows. It is the opin- 
ion of the sailors present that this mischance 
fully accounted for the terrible catastrophe 
that immediately followed. | 

A wooden staging had been erected across 


‘the end of the dock under the stern of an- 


other warship in course of construction. 
Between 200 and 300 people, residents of ihe 
poor surrounding neighborhood, and mainly 
women and children, had crowded upon this 
staging despite the alleged efforts of the 
workmen to keep them back. 

As the Albion plunged down the steep 
ways it sent a great wave behind it, lifting 
the wooden staging, bursting it asunder, 
and precipitating the 
water. 


Several thousand’ people were gathered at . 


all points of vantage to view the launch, and 
as the staging collapsed the crowds were so 


vigorously cheering the successful comple-— 


tion of the ceremony that the accident es- 
caped general notice for a couple of minutes. 


Comes Without Warning. 
In fact, the Duchess of York, accompanied 
by First Lord of the Admiralty Goschen, 


-left the dock in a steam launch ignorant of 


what had happened, and cordially returning 
the salutes of the crowd as they passed cut. 
Yet a hundred yards off at that moment a 
couple of hundred men and women were 
frantically struggling for life amid the 
wreckage of the staging. 

Ambassador Hay was among the distin- 
guished people present at the ceremony. 

A member of Parliament, who was an ope 
witness of the accident, said to me: 

“ The calamity was so sudden and unex- 
pected that even the unfortunate victims 
had not time to give a warning shtick be- 
fore they were engulfed. Utter @6hfusion 
reigned, and additional loss of life was 
caused by the crushing in of the crowds to 
see what had happened. The police and 
dock employés were grievously hampered in 
their attempts at rescue. I saw more than 
one poor woman trying to hold her babyvut 
of the water with one arm, while she strug- 
gied wildly with the other to grasp a frag- 
ment of the shattered staging. The pitiful 
cries of the drowning mingled with the 
screams of horror from the helpless and 
panic-stricken throng at the dockside made 
up a scene that was indescribably shocking.” 

The bulk of those thrown into the water 
were rescued, nearly fifty women belug 
taken out insensible, and onjy resuscitated 


after strenuous efforts by the doctors who 


had collected quickly on the scene, 


Forty Bodies Recovered. 

At 11 o’clock tonight close to forty bodies 
had been recovered, more than half being 
women—workmen’s wives and daughters 
who had come arrayed in their Sunday finery 
to see England’s future Queen perform the 
christening ceremony. The inquest will be 
opened today, when, unless the dock author- 
ities can sustain their statement that they 
warned the people against going on the stag- 
ing, they will be called heavily to account. 

The Albion is a first-class steel battleship 
of 12,950 tons, 390 feet long, 74 “eet broad, and 
drawing 25 feet 5 inches of water. It Is to 
have 13,500 indicated horse-power, has two 
propellers, and cost about $4,000,000. The 
new battleship has elght inches of Harvey- 
ized steel on its sides, six inches on its bulk- 
heads, and from twelve to five inches on its 
gun portions. Its armored deck is from two 
to three inches in thickness. Its estimated 
speed is nearly nineteen knots; it is to carry 
1,850 tons of coal; its crew is to number 700 
men; and its armament Is to consist of four 
twelve-inch guns, twelve six-inch quick- 
firing guns, and eighteen smaller quick- 
firing guns, with five torpedo tubes. 


AMERICAN VESSEL 
SHELLS THE TOWN 
OF CASILDA, CUBA. 


Official Dispatch to Madrid from 
Havana Tells of an Attack Last- 
ing Three Hours Upon a Coast 
City of the Island. | 


Madrid, June 22.—An official dispatch from 
Havana says: 

** An American vessel bombarded the town 
of Casilda, Province of Santa Clara, about 
five miles south of Trinidad, with which it 
is connected by rail, for three hours. It fired 
150 big shells, 

* The troops and the gunboat Dependiente 
codperated in a brilliant defense, and the 
American vessel was obliged to retire after 
damaging some houses and shops.”

EMPEROR WILLIAM 
GIVES HIS VIEWS 
ON THE THEATER. 


Germany’s Ruler Calls the Play- 
house One of His Weapons, and 

' Asks Actors to Fight [aterial- 
ism. 


Berlin, June 21.—The official text of Em- 
peror William’s speech to the company of 
the Royal Theater, delivered on June 16, 
was published today. The following are ex- 
tracts from his Majesty’s remarks: 

“ The theater should be the instrument of 
the monarch;and, like the school and 
versity, work for the preservation of the 
highest spirit an@ qualities of our hoble 
German fatherland. 

“ The theater is also one of my weapons. 

“It is the duty of the monarch to interest 
himself in the theater, as I have seen by 
the example of my father and grandfather, 
for the theater can be an immense power 
in his hands. 

“The artists must aid the Emperor to 
serve the cause of idealism, with firm confi- 
dence in God, and to continue the fight 
against materialism and the un-German 
ways to which many of the German piay- 
houses have unfortunately already de- 
scended.”’ 

The general manager, ip returning his 
thanks, assured his Majesty that tire Royal 
Theater would gain new victories for dra- 
matic art under the Emperor’s guidance. 

The Sultan of Turkey, according to the 
Frankfort Zeitung, has purchased 3,000 
square yards of land near Jerusalem, which 
he will present to Emperor William asa site 
for a German monastery. 


FORTY BRIGANDS 
ABDUCT A SISTER 
OF THE SULTAN. 


Princess Is Seized While Out 
Walking at Kizil Toprak, Near 
Her Residence at Constanti- 
nople. 


London, June 22.—A band of forty 
brigands, according to a special dispatch 
from Constantinople; has abducted a sister 
of the Sultan. 

The Princess was seized while she was 
out walking at Kizil Toprak, a few miles 
from Constantinople, where she resided. 

Abdul Hamid has three sisters—Princess 
Djemile, widow of Mahmoud Diellallodin 
Pasha; Princess Seniha, wife of Mahmoud 
Pasha; and Princess Mediha, wife of Ferid 
Pasha, late Secretary of the Turkish Lega- 
tion in London. Princess Djemile and 
Princess Seniha have long resided in the 
suburbs of Constantinople. 


SARRIEN GIVES UP HIS TASK. 


Owing to Refusals of Dupuy and De- 
lambre to Accept Portfolios He Will 
Not Try to Form a Cabinet. 


Paris, June 21.—Owing to the refusal of 
Former Premier Dupuy to accept the For- 
eign ce portfolio and of M. Delambre to 
become Minister of Finance, M. Sarrien has 
decided to relinquish the task of attempting 
to form a Cabinet and will so inform Pres- 
ident Faure this afternoon.

Boat Simpson to Kingston, Jamaica, June

Admiral Sampson's blockading fleet and 
the strong convoy that escorted the troop- 
ships extend in a vast semicircle between 
the transports and the green coast, crowned 
with grim Spanish castles, behind the bat- 
tlements of which the gunners are walling 
for the shock of the battle that must make 
the Americans masters of eastern CubR. 

No time has been wasted. The General 
of the United States forces, the Admiral of 
the fleet, and the General of the Cuban 
army have held their conference, and before 
this message is read in America the ad- 
vance will probably have begun. We don’t

... Eager for Fighting. 

The men on board the transports, that 
cover the sea like shipping in a harbor, be- 
lieve that every ridge will be a desperate 
battlefield and they are eager to begin. 

The transport fleet was sighted at noon to- 
day. Scouts steamed out toward the slow 
moving forest of funnels. As they ap- 
proached the New York boomed out a Gen- 
eral’s salute for Shafter. The transports 
wheeled into single file as they came up out 
of the southern sea and dipped their flags 
to Admiral Sampson's as they passed. 

The Indiana led the armada. Following !t 
came the Bancroft, Castine, Machias, then a 
dozen crowded steamers, then more trans- 
ports, and then the guard of convoy—Helena, 
Wasp, Eagle, Detroit, Hornet, and others. “ 

The soldiers were hanging over the rails 
and the rigging was full. They yelled them- 
selves hoarse and the stationed warships 
gave them back cheer forcheer. Flags were 
waving-all over the ships. It was a striking 
spectacle from the water. What must it 
have been from the ramparts of the Morro? 

The Admiral’s launch immediately put off 
and brought back General Shafter and his 
staff. There was lunch on the flagship, after 
which Admiral Sampson returned with Gen- 
eral Shafter to the Seguranca. The Gen- 
eral’s ship, with the Admiral on board, left 
the fleet and steamed westward to Aser- 
radero, seventeen miles from Santiago, 
where General Calixto Garcia is camped with 
his 4,000 Cubans. General Shafter and his 
staff, with Admiral Sampson, went ashore. 
A guard of honor was waiting for them—a 
lean, ragged, warworn crowd of men they 
were. But Shafter, sizing them up with 
an expert’s eye, remarked that if they were 
samples of the Cuban troops Genera! Garcia 
could ask for no better soldiers. 

Consultation with Garcia. © 

A mile igland they found General Garcia. 
A table hewn of logs, and felled trees fer 
seats, under a palm thatch, conatituted Gen- 
eral Garcia’s headquarters. The greetings 
over, ali withdrew except the three chiefs. 
They remained in consultation for more 
than two hours. 

The result of the conference will be known 
by the events of the next week. Admiral 
Sampson told of his investigation of various 
proposed landing places, and. General Gar- 
cla explained what he could do toward 
blocking an attack from the land side. He 
also assured the American officers that they 
need have no fear for the health of their 
men, as at this season of the year southeast- 
ern Cuba, akhough extremely hot, is not 
unhealthy. He pointed out the rugged health 
of his own half-fed, half-clad, soldiers as an 
example. 

Before the day was done supplies both 
of clothes and provisions were landed for 
the Cuban veterans. 

The landing of the full American force 
will not be accomplished for several’ days. 
Smal) bodies of troops are to be put ashore 
at various points, where they will be safe 
from attack by thé Spaniards, and they will 
guard the engineer corps and’ prepare gen- 
erally for the movement of the main body 
of troops. 

It was nearly dark before the conference 
was over.. The Americans returned to the. 
Seguranca, but will be back to Garcia's 
camp for a consultation tomorrow. 

The Seguranca steamed back to the flag- 
ship and took up its position for the night.

While Sampson and Shafter were consult- 
ing with General Garcia the Marblehead lay 
off shore in easy range, ready to intervene 
should any necessity arise. 

The Second Division, composed of the 
Twenty-second, Fourth, Fifth, Twelfth, Sev- 
enth, and Seventeenth regulars, and Second 
Massachusetts, was selected to make the 
first important landing. 

After the conference Shafter and Sampson 
returned to the boats between twu lines of 
Garcia’s coatless, shoeless veterans, who 
presented arms in true military fashion as 
the officers passed.

TO STRIKE A DECISIVE BLOW. 


Shafter’s Army and Garcia’s Little 
Force Are on Hand to Attack 
Santiago de Cuba.

Santiago de Cuba, June 20, via Mole St. 


Nicholas, June 21.—The American fleet of 
thirty-seven transports, carrying 17.250 men, 
convoyed by eleven war vessels, including 
the Indiana, Detroit, Bancroft, Helena, Hor- 


net, Ericsson, Porter, Annapolis,.and Cas- 
» tine, arrived off Santiago this morning to 


strike the first important blow on land 
against Spain. 

Shafter’s invading army is ready to descend 
on Cuba and crush the Spanish power in the 
eastern provinées. No words can describe 
the tremendous impressiveness of the great 
fleet at sea. We sailed on the hospital ship 
Olivette, which started late, but caught up 
with the fleet on Thursday morning. As 
our steamer went to the front of the fleet 
we passed the greatest flotilla of invading 


, troopships ever sent at one time to foreign 


ports by any nation. 

Massed at Tampa they had seemed like or- 
dinary ships, but now, lined im close forma- 
tion of three great smoke-wreathed columns, 
they were wonderfully impressive. 

Our army isa businesslikearmy. It comes 
here to fight, but makes no fuss about it. 

The fleet was twenty miles off Santiago at 
10 o’clock Sunday morning, and slowed up to 
wait for stragglers. During the entire trip 
the scout ships rushed about earnestly, but 
the Spanish enemy they looked for never 
came. The fleet was off Santiago at noon,

LANDING OF THE BRAVE FIGHTERS

On Board the Dispatch Boat Three Friends, 
Port Antonio, Jamaica, June 13.—[Special 
Correspondence.]—For the last three weeks 
the dreaded Spanish squadron of four 
armored cruisers and two torpedo destroyers 
ha® been held out of harm’s way in Santiago, 
guarded by the most formidable assemblage 
of fighting ships over which the flag of an 
Admiral of an American navy has ever 
flown. The enemy can never escape by sea. 
They must be cut off also by land, and Samp- 
son has for ten days been waiting for the 
army. 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT, 


The work of the navy has been done, and 


magnificently done. Trusting to the insur- 
gents to beleaguer Santiago by land is a 
fallacy based on childlike trust in Cuban ex- 
aggeration. Officers of the insurgent army 
have been aboard our ships at Santiago. 
They have reported Garcia with from 3,000 
to 10,000 men moving on Santiago. They 
have been furnished with arms, ammunition, 
and supplies. But it is time to realize this 


war must be waged by American soldiers and 


sailors. 

The Cuban may not mean to deceive, but 
he always looks through rose colored specta- 
cles and he has not been taught to count 
correctly. With all the talk about insurgent 
coéperation, very big on paper and in pros- 
pective, here is an illustration in hard, plain 
facts: Seven hundred marines from the 
transport Panther are fighting for their lives 
against an overwhelming force on the hills 
overlooking Guantanamo Bay. 


Fight Without Rest. 


left them at noon yesterday, when they 
had been fighting for thirty-six hours with- 
out cessation, rest, or sleep. Guantanamo 
is thirty-eight miles from Santiago. The 
insurgents were supposed to be swarming 
through this region by hundreds and thou- 
sands, marching to codéperate with the 
American blockading fleet. But they have 


not yet, or naad-not up to yesterday, fired a 


rifle or raised a machete in aid of the hard- 
pushed mar.nes. 

After all the proclamations, the reports of 
eager thousands wajting under the lone 
star flag, a Cuban Colonel came aboard the 


Marblehead, which was helping the ma- 


rines, and said he could gather sixty men if 
they be furnished with arms from the ships 
of our nayy then in Guantanamo Bay. In- 
stead of an army, sixty undisciplined Cu- 
bang, without arms! ae 

This was at a time when the first American 
troops landed in Cuba were battling splen- 
didly against thrice their number of the 
enemy in a province in which the insurgents 
have claimed to control for the last two 
years. This battalion of marines has al- 
ready added a glorious chapter to the his- 
tory of American pluck and valor. 

Marines on shore are supposed to cover 
landings, to act as the vanguard of troops, 
and to fight at guns and in fighting tops 
with the “ chattering quick-fires ” in naval 
engagements. But this army, between 700 
and 800 strong, commanded by Lieutenant 
Colonel Huntington, was thrown into the 
Cuban jungle to fight Spanish guerrillas and 
regulars in a game of war exactly like In- 
dian fighting in the West. 

It is not for us correspondents, unversed 
in the intricacies of strategy, to criticise the 
machinery that brought this about. But 
here are presented certain facts which can- 
not be disccunted. Admiral Sampson was 


waiting forthe army. Every eye in the fleet’ 


was strained for days for the welcome sight 


of transports. On Friday morning last the

The navy welcomed these fellows with 
ringing cheers. Instead of the army long 
heralded and greatly advertised, here were 
the marines sailing in as the first of the 
troops to the relief of the blockade. The 
navy had a right to be proud. 

Admiral Sampson needed -a coaling base 
and a harbor permitting that supplies be 
transferred from ship to ship. This was 
impossible in the long ground swell and 
heavy wind and seas which prevail in the

of Guantanamo, wherein battleships could 
sieam without a pilot through a straight 
and open channel, with more than tnirty 
feet of water all the way. : 
There was, therefore, a fine coaling statjon 
and base open and ready, and for the last 
week the ships of the fleet have been replen- 
ishing with almost the ease and safety of an 
anchorage in Hampton Roads. While I was 
at Guantanamo the Oregon, Marblehead, 
Texas, Vixen, Porter, and Dolphin coaled in 
this sheltered bay, where the blue water was

To Starve Santiago. 


It is the belief freely expressed in the War 
department bureaus that Shafter will re-. 
frain from an attack on Santiago for the 
purposes of capturing the city and Cervera’s 
Garcia's conference with Admiral 
Sampson and his report to the latter con- 
cerning the starvation which is now preva- 
lent in the beleaguered city shows the use- 
lessness of making an attack upon the city. 

Slow starvation will be a better and per- 
haps surer method of subjugating the city, 
according to the views of experts, and one 
which Shafter will be quick to seize upon, 
The insurgents under Garcia and Rabi have 
surrounded the city, cutting off escape by 
land entirely, while Sampson guards the 
entrance to the harbor. Jt will be impos- 
sible for the inhabitants to procure only the 
bare necessities of life, and which is con- 
sidered to be a contingency which will 
eventually precipitate a revolution against 
the Spanish government of Santiago. Cer- 
véra and his consorts will be compelled €o 
surrender in time, or perhaps before Shafter 
could make a successful attack upon the 
city. By allowing starvation to take its 
course and subdue the inhabitants, includ- 
ing the Spanish soldiers, Shafter will effeet 
the capture of the city, perhaps, without loss 
ef life on either the American or Spanish 


fleet.

In some quarters it was asserted this after- 
noon that Spanish “ honor.” will prevent a 
surrender, and that the Spanish, in that bull- 


dog fashion that has characterized them, will 
attempt to hold out, even against starvation, 


until Shafter, to gain time, will be compelled 


to make a concerted movement with the in- 


surgents upon the city. It was also stated 


that even should Shafter choose to await a 


surrender as a result of slow starvation he 
cannot with prudence put off the capture of 


Cervera’s fleet, which is one of the main ob- 
jects of his campaign in eastern Cuba, but 


it is possible that an attack could be made 


upon the encmy’s ships from the hills at the 
terminus of the road from Cabrera, which 
command the harbor. 


Sampson May Venture In. 
With fleld guns on the hills protecting the 


interior of the harbor Sampson could venture 
close up to where the Merrimac lies, and 


send any amount of gun cotton at Cervera’s 
fleet, and eventually destroy the Spanish 
ships without attacking the city. The Vesu- 


vius alone, if able to tako up a position in 
the channel near the hill where the Merri- 


mac lies, could, with its three powerful 
dynamite guns, sweep the waters of the 


harbor clean, It is terrible to imagine what 
havoc Would be created by a concerted dem- 
onstration participated in by Shafter’s siege 
guns on the hills overlooking the bay and 
Sampson's warships up a mile or two in the 


channel. 

If, however, Shafter is disposed to await 
the surrender of the city through starvation 
his plens may be changed by the desire of 
the administration to hasten the Puerto 
Rican invasion, which depends in a meas- 
ure upon the developments in Cuba. Prep- 
arations are being hurried for the descent 
upon the island and Secretary Alger is de- 
termined not to allow the lack of transports 
to interfere. Assistant Secretary Meikle- 
john has sent-a representative to New York 
to examine ships which can be used for 
transport purposes and expressed the belief 
that a sufficient number of vessels will be 
secured. 

The New York agent, in carrying out in- 
structions, will investigate all vessels which 
put into the harbor with or without the con- 
sent of their owners. If he decides that 
ships belonging to concerns unwilling to 
deal with the government he will immediate- 
ly impress the vessels into the service, rely- 
ing upon the constitutional right of the 
United States in time of war to bear him 


out. 
Promotion for Miles., 


President McKinley may not promdte Gen- 
eral Miles until after hostilities have ceased 
and hold this plum out to him as an addi- 
tional incentive to make a brilliant cam- 
paign and confer the honor as a reward for 
meritorious services, and in this way shield 
him from criticism, which would certainly 
follow if the promotion was made in ad- 
vance. Even ff an officer of a lower rank 
should conspicuously distinguish himself the 
President would not supersede General Miles 
and put one of his subordinates in command 
of the army. General Miles’ salary as Major 
General is only $7,500, but if he should be 
promoted to the next grade it would be in- 
creased to $11,000, and he could retire ina 
few years on a larger salary than he npw 
receives. . :

ARMING THE CUBANS 
WITH NAVY RIFLES. 


Castillo’s Men Are Proud of Their 
Arms and Promise to Put Them 
to Effective Use— Famine Raging 
in the Town of Santiago. 


(SPECIAL CABLE BY GEORGE LYNCH TO 
THE NEW YORK WORLD AND THE CHI- 
CAGO TRIBUNE.) 

General Castillo’s Camp, June 19, via Mole 
St. Nicholas, June 21.—We have 500 Cubans 
here well armed, but: poorly clad, with a 
week’s provisions. There are only three 
horses in camp. 

The men drill every morning at 2. They 
have a hundred navy rifles supplied by Ad- 
miral Sampson, which they. value more 
highly than anything that could be given to 
them. Genera! Castillo is a highly intel- 
ligent man. 

The army is likely to land slightly west- 
ward of his camp, which he considers the 
most desirable place. He has urged this on 
Sampson. I sent letters from him to Samp- 
son. 

Two prisonere were brought into camp to- 
day. They were captured going with let- 
ters from Santiago to Guantanamo. They 
report absolutely no flour left in Santiago. 
People are making bread out of rice. Other 
provisions are not so scaree. 

They graphically describe the terrible ef- 
fects of the dynamite fired from the Vesu- 
vius. A shot struck Cayo Smith with ap~ 
palling force, like an earthquake or some ter- 

‘rible voleanic explosion. The roof of the 
building and part of the battery were simply 
wiped away, leaving no trace of the frag- 
ments, while the whole countryside felt the. 
concussion. The Spaniards say the Amer- 
icans are beginning to hurl earthquakes. 

General Castillo considers that Santiago 
should be captured within ten days from the 
landing of the American troops, for which 
the present fine weather is extremely favor- 


able.

Mirthful, the A. H: & D. H. Morris Amer- 
ican Derby candidate, reached Washington 
Park yesterday morning after on uneventful 
trip from New York. Naturally the arrival 
of the colt attracted considerable attention, 
as hq may now, probably, be considered the 
leading candidate for the big race. Mirth- 
ful’s trip is not thought to have hurt him 
any. 

Mirthful, whois a good looking chestnut 
colt with a white strip on his face, has 
many of the points of his sire, Hagioscope, 
who was one of the best sons of Speculum, 
and won several long distance races in the 
popular blue and white sash of the well- 
known Yorkshire squire, Mr. Vyner. Mirth- 
ful’s dam is the imported mare, Sister Cheer- 
ful, by Petrach, so nothing can be said 
against. him on the score of breeding, but 
he is somewhat undersised and hardly fills 
the eye like a Derby winner. Of course, be- 
ing just off the cars, he has so far done no 
work on the track, and after seeing him ex- 
tended a higher opinion of his merits may 
be formed. 


Work on a Slippery Track. | 
“The showers of the previous night made 
Washington Park somewhat slippery yes- 
terday morning, so Superintendent Connelly 
refused to allow any work on the main track, 
though the inside gallop was open to all 
comers. In consequence nothing of impor- 
tance was done, though Bannockburn went 
four miles at a slow pace and Bromstone was 
sent a three-mile canter. The latter is suffer- 
ing from the mouth disease now so prevalent 
in all the Harlem stables, and has besides 
a@ more than doubtful leg, so his chances for 
the big race need not be discussed.

Count of Flanders a Possibility. 


Count of Flanders—on his best form a pos- 
sible winner—is a big but somewhat coarse 
looking colt; in color a good hard bay, with 
one white heel. A white heel is always a 
weak spot in a horse, and this rule holds 
good with the Count, for its condition may 
prevent him facing the flag for the Derby, 
as it is badly cracked, so it will take all the 
skill of his clever trainer to get it in shape 
by Saturday next. The Count is a powerful 
colt, however, well able to pack his weight 
and go the distance, and besides carries the 
goose rump that has hitherto always marked 
the good descendants of Hermit. Tom 
Ryan, when asked about his starting, was 
noncommittal, but should the son of BSt. 
| Carlo be at his best on Derby day his chances 
| will be second to none. 

Mr. Boots will be represented in the race 
by Borgia, a certain starter, and a by no 
means improbable winner. This colt is a 
dark bay, with white star and heel. While 
not as big as most of the get of Brutus, he 
is full of quality, and as far as condition 
goes looks nearer a hard race than any of 
those previously mentioned. Favored by. 
this condition and his maiden allowance he 
is bound to prove a factor in the race, even 
if he does hot turn out the absolute winner. 


Track in Fine Condition.

ADMINISTRATION IS PRAISED 


Columbus, O., June 21.—[Special.]—There 
were but two striking features of the Re- 
publican State convention that opened its 
session this afternoon at the Auditorium—the 


its conduct of the war and the studied 
neglect accorded the Bushnell-Foraker fac- 
tion of the Republican party in Ohio. 

It was a Hanna convention from start to 
finish. Everything was arranged before- 
hand, and the concluding session tomorrow 
will mark the end of the Hannaplay. Every 
speech was of defiance to the opposition, 
that of Chairman Datgherty, calling the 
convention to order, and that of General 
Grosvenor, accepting the post of temporary 
chairman, being pitched on the same key. 

General Grosvenor was not at his best. 
He mentioned the names of President Mc- 
Kinley and Senator Hanna a number of 
times, but when he had occasion to refer 
to Senator Foraker, he spoke of “‘ the other 
distinguished Senator from Ohio,”’ whereat 
Mayor McKisson, the leader of the Foraker 
crowd, who sat right under the nose of the 
distinguished chairman, broke out in a 
laugh that nearly broke up the convention. 


Hanna’s Plea for Party Loyalty. 


The telegram of greeting from Senator 
Hanna was couched in diplomatic language, 
but when he announced fealty to Republican 
principles as the foundation of party suc- 
cess and declared that loyalty to party edict 
must be obeyed George B. Cox, who sat at 
the left of Secretary Malloy while reading 
the message, clapped his hands until every-' 
body could see that he was safely on the 
-Hanna band wagon. 

General Grosvenor said that he wanted 
nothing to do with a man who was not a 
loyal Republican, whereat the convention 
went wild. Mayor McKisson’s countenance 
showed his embarrassment. 

The body was Hanna from top to bottom 
and his managers were in evidence every- 
where. He had some excellent aids in Con- 
gressmen Kerr, Weaver, Fenton, Van Voor- 
his, and Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
Brigham. 

Old-time politicians marveled at the gen- 
eralship shown by the Hanna managers. 
There was not even a murmur or dissent 
shown aywhere during the afternoon pro- 
ceedings. The Hanna delegates from Cuya- 
noga County had been properly provided 
with tickets admitting them to the audito- 
rium, while the McKissonites had been ig- 
nored. The doorkeepers had been notified 
that the latter were not to be admitted on 
any pretext, but just before the convention 
had been called to order a crowd of the 
friends of Mayor McKisson appeared at the 
door. Mayor McKisson was at their head. 


McKisson Gets In. 


The doorkeepers, who had been reinforced 
by a number of police, refused to admit the 
Cleveland men, and'then a free fight began. 
The excitement attracted the attention of 
the delegates who had already been given 
seats and they rushed in a body toward the 
door with a view to barring the way to the 
entry of those who were considered intrud- 
ers. But the McKissonites were too quick 
for them, and before the door could be ciosed 
about twenty of the antis, including Mayor 
McKisson, had succeeded in effecting an en- 
trance. They took their seats among the 
delegates from the Twenty-first District, 
and held them in spite of open protests until 
the convention adjourned. 


Hanna’s Earnest Words. 

{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 
‘Columbus, O., June 21.—Senator Hanna’s 
telegram to the convention was as follows: 

sincerely regret’ that my duties here 
will prevent my accéptance of the honor to 
preside at the State convention on the 21st 
inst. It is a great disappointment to me, 
and I am only reconciled by the conscious- 
| ness that I am. better serving my party by 

remaining at my postin Washington. I am

* Republicanism in its broadest, truest sense, 
devotion to principles, and loyalty to party 
organization, the administration of Presi- 
dent McKinley as a fulfillment of our pledges 
to the American people and a guarantee of 
the future prosperity of our country.’

Grosvenor on War Responsibility. 

On being Introduced as the temporary 
chairman General C. H. Grosvenor reviewed 
the pledges of the party at the St. Louis 
convention and what had been done since the 
inauguration of President McKinley, and 
said:

A naticn without 50,000 guns, without ten 
rounds of ammunition to the cannon, w'th- 
‘out one-fourth of ships enough to carry on 
an aggressive foreign war, springs into ac- 
tion April 23, and by June 21 her ravy has 
crushed one of the greatest fleets of Spain. 
{Long continued applause.] They have 
raised, organized, equipped, and armed 200,- 
000 of the best men that ever shouldered a 
musket in defense of their beloved country, 
bringing them into action as no army ¢ver 
sprung before from any people. [Great 
cheering.] There are today 20,000 of them 
on the Island of Cuba, and sure to wina 
magnificent victory [Continued cheering], 
and 16,000 troops are moving into the East 
to plant and uphold the flag. While we are 
standing here at the end of two months of 
this war great transports are carrying your 
sons to uplift the flag at Manila, headed by 
gallant sons from Ohio and the other States 
of the union, and 150,000 more men are in 
process of drilling and training, ready to go. 
And behind them, anxious to go—begging to 
go—are 5,000,000 more able-bodied men that 
can be organized if necessary. [Prolonged 
cheering. ] 

Confronted by New Questions. 

** We are confronted with some new queés- 
tions, new questions of national policy. One 
of them relates to the question of whether 
or not we will take, hold, and fortify and 
eternally, with the blessing of God, defend 
the Hawaiian Islands as part of the territory 
of the United States. We could not go to
